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Post-Blackout Work 
Week Begins Smoothly 


Few glitches, but left- 
over headaches greet 
workers, owners 

N E w YO R K I Millions of people head- 
ed back to work Monday for the first 
time since the lights went out last 
week, riding trains and elevators 
idled by the outage and getting a 
closer look at the aftermath of the 
biggest blackout in U.S. history. 

In Detroit, residents returned to 
drinking straight from the tap, and 
New Yorkers started the work week 
with the nation’s largest mass transit 
system running on schedule. 

For many business owners, the 
first day back at work meant throw- 
ing out millions of dollars worth of 
spoiled food and tallying losses from 
missed sales caused by the blackout. 

The outage cost New York City’s 
22,000 eateries $75 million to $100 


million in wasted food and lost busi- 
ness, the New York State Restaurant 
Association calculated. 

“All the meat, all the deli, 
all the ice cream, frozen foods, 
dairy, everything,” said John 
Catsimatidis of the Red Apple 
Group, which operates a grocery 
store chain in the New York area. 

Power plants knocked out by the 
outage were coming back on line, 
increasing the electricity flow in 
time for the start of the work week, 
but utilities in the eight-state region 
hit by the blackout warned that they 
weren’t out of the woods yet. 

“We’re still stabilizing our sys- 
tem,” said spokeswoman Joy Faber 
oliNew York’s Consolidated Edison.

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Gas Slump Fuels 
Anger in Phoenix 


Long lines, price 
hikes at pumps follow 
pipeline shutdown 

PHOENIX I Gasoline here has been 
treated like liquid gold in the week 
and a half since safety concerns shut 
down a pipeline that delivers a third 
of the city’s supply. 

Motorists drove on fumes from 
gas station to gas station Sunday 
night, searching for one that still 
had fuel. The stations still open had 
drivers lined up for hours waiting 
to pump — and pay an increasingly 
high price for the privilege. 

“I’ve been losing money for the 
last week,” cab driver Dominick 
Santandrea said, complaining about 
prices in the $1.90 -a- gallon range 
Sunday. “If this keeps up, the cab 
rates will go up.” 


The pipeline between Phoenix 
and Tucson ruptured July 30, spill- 
ing about 12,000 gallons of fuel, and 
the operator shut it down Aug. 8 
because of concerns that there could 
be more problems. 

Since then, gas has been trucked 
up from Tucson, and AAA has been 
urging drivers not to panic. 

“People are mistaking slow dis- 
tribution with a fear that we are 
running out of gas, and that is not 
happening at all,” AAA Arizona 
spokeswoman Kim Pappas- 
Miller said. 

There are no gasoline refineries 
in Arizona so all of the fuel must be 
delivered through pipelines oper- 
ated by Kinder Morgan Energy 
Partners of Houston. 

Company officials say it could be 
one or two weeks before the pipeline 
is running again, beth defalco (ap)

States Failing Child Welfare Test 


AU 32 states surveyed 
fall short on providing 
for kids in foster care 

WASHINGTON | Not a single State has 
passed a rigorous test of its ability 
to protect children from child abuse 
and to find permanent homes for 
kids who languish in foster care. 

The 32 states evaluated so far 
could lose millions of dollars from 
the federal government if they fail to 
fix problems within a few years. 

The problems of child welfare get 
periodic attention, usually follow- 
ing the tragic death of a child. The 


Child and Family Service Reviews 
are the first time federal officials 
have tried to measure how well chil- 
dren are faring across state systems 
created to protect them — but that 
often fall short. 

The reviews ask whether chil- 
dren are bouncing from one foster 
home to the next, never able to put 
down roots and whether siblings 
taken from their parents are kept 
together or pulled apart. 

Affected are nearly 550,000 
children in foster care and an esti- 
mated half million others living at 
home but under state supervision.

Rebels, government 
sign peaee aeeord to 
end brutal insurgeney 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA I Government 
officials and rebels signed a peace 
accord Monday to end a three-year 
insurgency that devastated Liberia, 
left thousands dead and drove out 
warlord-president Charles Taylor. 

The accord, signed in Accra, 
Ghana, one week after Taylor’s 
flight into exile, calls for a two-year 
transition government meant to lead 
Liberia into elections. The two rebel 
movements — Liberians United for 
Reconciliation and Democracy, and 


the Movement for Democracy in 
Liberia — signed, along with rep- 
resentatives of Liberia’s post-Taylor 
government. 

“Today is a good day. Today 
is a happy day. The war is over,” 
Liberians United leader Sekou 
Conneh declared. 

The signing of the accord comes 
in a fast-paced week of momentous 
events in Liberia, beginning with 
Taylor’s resignation and Aug. 11 
departure from Liberia. 

Under the peace deal, rebels and 
government alike waive any claim 
to the top posts in the interim gov- 
ernment, yielding control to non-

Army admits mistake 
as groups demand a 
full investigation 

BAGHDAD | Journalism watchdogs 
called for an investigation Monday 
into the killing of a Reuters camera- 
man by U.S. troops. The American 
military offered condolences, calling 
the shooting a mistake, but said its 
soldiers will not fire warning shots 
if they believe there is a threat. 

Mazen Dana’s death sent a chill 
through the hundreds-strong com- 
munity of journalists covering the 
U.S. fight against Iraqi guerrillas. 

The New York-based Committee 
to Protect Journalists and Paris- 
based Reporters Without Borders 
demanded that Washington launch 
a full investigation of the shooting 
that killed Dana, a 43 -year- old 
Palestinian, on Sunday. 

Dana was the 17th news orga- 
nization employee to die since the

17 Maoist Rebels Shot Dead in Nepal 


NEPALGUNJ, NEPAL I Government 
soldiers killed 17 rebels in a gun- 
battle, even as the two sides were 
engaged in peace talks to end a 
seven-year insurgency in Nepal, 
officials said Monday. 

The soldiers were patrolling 
Sunday near a village 75 miles 
east of Katmandu when they were 
fired on by the rebels, the defense 
ministry said in a statement. 

The guerrillas were killed in a 
gunbattle that followed, it said. No 
army casualties were reported. 


Soldiers recovered guns, ammu- 
nition and explosives from the site, 
the statement said. 

The details and identities of 
those killed could not be indepen- 
dently confirmed. 

The rebels, who say they’re 
inspired by Chinese communist 
revolutionary leader Mao Zedong, 
began fighting in 1996 to abolish 
Nepal’s constitutional monarchy 
and to set up a socialist state. The 
insurgency has killed around 7,000

Sober Era 
Dawns for 
Irish Pubs 

DUBLIN, IRELAND I It’s official: 
There’s no more “happy hour” in 
Ireland. 

Legislation designed to suppress 
heavy drinking in Irish pubs went 
into effect Monday. Among a range 
of new rules and penalties, it out- 
laws promotional discounts on 
alcoholic beverages. 

The Intoxicating Liquor Act — 
drafted to address a steady rise in 
alcohol-fueled street violence — also 
gives police new powers to impose 
fines on customers. Civil liberties 
activists and some pub owners criti- 
cized the new system as arbitrary 
and ill-judged. 

Plainclothes police officers will 
be allowed to record whether bars 
are serving people who are obvious- 
ly drunk, or refusing to serve them 
further drinks. Any bar deemed 
guilty of promoting drunkenness 
could be hit with fines of $2,200 
per offense. 

Drunken customers who 
refuse to follow police orders out- 
side a pub face fines of up to $550

Sigmund Handed 
32-Year Sentence 


Pipe bombs, designed 
for father, maimed 
half brother last year 

WAS H I N GTO N I APotomac, Md., man 
convicted of planting two bombs 
that maimed his half brother was 
sentenced Monday to 32 years. 

Although U.S. District Judge 
Emmett G. Sullivan had the option 
of increasing Prescott Sigmund’s 
sentence, which he repeatedly 
termed “inadequate,” he accepted 
the sentence called for under a plea- 
bargain agreement. 

“I think he is a terrible person 
and a terrorist,” Sullivan said. 

The judge recommended 
Sigmund, 35, serve his time at the 
U.S. Bureau of Prisons Supermax 
facility in Colorado, which is pri- 
marily below ground. 

The bombs were planted in a 
sport utility vehicle, which was 
parked in a commercial garage in 
Washington, when they exploded 
July 12, 2002. 

Federal prosecutors believe 
the target was Sigmund’s father.

He has undergone 25 surgeries 
since the blast and faces at least five 
more. He has also needed mental 
health counseling. 

“If it had gone your way, I would 
be dead,” Wright Sigmund told his 
half brother at the sentencing hear- 
ing. “But instead I have suffered a 
fate much worse.” 

Mounting debts and business 
failures were believed to be the 
motive, although Prescott Sigmund 
told the court that he has not been 
able to rationalize his actions.

Restored Enola Gay 
Unveiled Near Dulles 


DULLES, VA. I The Smithsonian 
Institution unveiled a restored 
Enola Gay on Monday, making 
the B-29 bomber the centerpiece 
of the new annex to the Air and 
Space Museum. 

The restoration, the result of 
nearly 20 years of work, made the 
bomber look as it did on Aug. 6, 
1945, when it dropped an atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima, Japan. 

The Enola Gay has been restored 
so completely that it would proba- 
bly start if fueled, officials said. But 


because components are so old, it 
wouldn’t be flightworthy. The plane 
will be available for public viewing 
on Dec. 15, when the Udvar-Hazy 
Center opens near Washington 
Dulles International Airport. 

Museum officials avoided the 
controversy that grounded a 1995 
exhibit, which discussed the effects 
of the bomb on the Japanese peo- 
ple. This exhibit focuses on the res- 
toration process and the technical 
advances of the B-29 bomber in its

Both Sides Now 


A painful memoir 
of how James 
became Jenny 

B 0 0 KS I Aloving husband and father, 
acclaimed novelist, respected pro- 
fessor and keyboardist in a rock ’n’ 
roll band, James Finney Boylan had 
an enviable life that overflowed with 
success and happiness. 

But the person who appeared to 
be so blessed says she was living a 
life of unending torment; James was 
a woman locked in a man’s body. 

Four years ago, Boylan set out on 
a transition to womanhood, emerg- 
ing as Jennifer Finney Boylan. 

That journey, bolstered by the 
support of family and friends, is 
detailed in Boylan’s poignant yet 
often comical memoir, “She’s Not 
There: A Life in Two Genders.” 

Tall and willowy, with long blond 
hair, Boylan, 45, says she would have 
preferred to soldier on in silence, 
sparing herself and her loved ones 
much sadness and pain, but that 
she did not have that choice. 

“We can no more choose our gen- 
der than we can choose our height,” 
she said in an interview in her office, 
where she co- chairs Colby’s English 
department. 

For people without gender issues, 
Boylan says, it is difficult to imagine 
“that a person’s discontent within 
their own skin could be so severe

as to make any other life incon- 
ceivable.” 

Boylan’s anguish set her on 
difficult and painful path before 
culminating in gender reassign- 
ment surgery last year. As author 
of three comic novels, including 
“The Planets” and “Getting In,” 
Boylan realized early on that she 
was in the midst of a remarkable 
story that straddled humor and 
tragedy. 

“In many ways, that defines the 
condition,” says Boylan. 

Boylan changed the names of 
many of the people in her book, 
including “Grace,” the then -wife 
and now-partner whose love and 
support have been unflinching. 

Early on, their two sons, now 
7 and 9, took to calling Boylan 
“Maddy,” a combination of Mommy 
and Daddy. 

Boylan says her biggest change 
is a loss of the sense of invulnera- 
bility she felt as a man. “I cry very 
easily,” she says. “I love the free- 
dom of tears, but it is unnerving 
in some ways how close they lie to 
the surface.” 

The title of the book comes from 
the 1964 classic by the Zombies. 

The song evokes her earlier years, 
when she was spiritually a woman 
but physically a man; it also speaks 
to the time she lost a marriage, “and 
so the person who’s not there is a

Just Don’t Ask 


Supplement sellers 
are giving shoppers 
poor health advice 

SUPPLEMENTS I When asked which 
supplements they would recom- 
mend for a woman with breast 
cancer, health food store clerks in 
a recent study responded with a 
litany of supplement suggestions, 
most of which have not been proven 
effective against the disease. 

Researchers from the Canadian 
College of Naturopathic Medicine 
in Toronto visited 34 health food 
stores in an unnamed Canadian 
city, posing as customers shopping 
for a mother with breast cancer. 

Many of the recommended 
products were costly, and testing 
on them has not been conclusive. 
The most expensive was a mush- 


room extract called MGN; the 
suggested dose would cost $430 a 
month in the United States. The top 
two recommendations were herbal 
teas containing burdock root, slip- 
pery elm and Turkish rhubarb. 

At some stores, employees gave 
customers accurate information or 
suggested they talk to their doctors. 
Only eight mentioned the possibil- 
ity of a drug interaction. One even 
advised the shopper’s mother to stop 
taking Tamoxifen, an anti- estrogen 
drug given to breast cancer patients. 
And two asserted that the products 
they were selling could cure breast 
cancer, elena conis (l.a. times)

What does eating Mediterranean- 
style entail? 

Basically, eating a lot of fresh 
fruit and vegetables, beans and 
legumes, plenty of fish, some nuts, 
and then consuming meat, poul- 
try and high-fat dairy products in 
moderation.

Try wearing two pairs so 
thefriction occurs between thetwo socks ratherthan 
between the sockand yourskin. Wearyour socks 
inside out so the seams don’t chafe your toes. 

+ Wear shoes that fit well. Shoes that are too 
short will cause blisters both underand on 
thetips of thetoes. Anti-skid pads in the 
shoe will help keep the foot from sliding or 
cramming into the toe box. 

+ Before you compete or engage in a hard 
workout, coat your feet with petroleum jelly or 
another lubricantto help decrease friction, or use

Another represents pure vio- 
lence, with a video screen flash- 
ing the words “Kill Anybody.” 

These pieces by international 
artists are featured in a new show 
at the Whitney Museum in New 
York titled “The American Effect: 
A Look at How America is Seen by 
Artists Around the World.” 

Comprising 47 artists’ com- 
mentaries on America’s rise as a 
superpower, the exhibit consists 
of art created after 1990 from 47 
different countries. 

Interested in the effect of 
America’s worldwide dominance, 
curator Lawrence Kinder said that 


the works were chosen for their sub- 
ject matter, not their politics. 

“I did not want to confirm or 
contradict expectations,” he said. 
“The way it fell together incorpo- 
rated a wide range of opinions.” 

But to museum visitors, the mes- 
sage was both political and person- 
al. Acknowledging that art is open 
to interpretation, some said they 
were disturbed by the lack of posi- 
tive representations. 

“There is nothing here about all 
the good America does in the world,” 
said Jeffrey Scanlan of San Francisco. 
“It is angering and educating.” 

But America’s negative reputa- 
tion failed to shock most museum 
-goers interviewed on a recent 
afternoon. 

The works spanned a variety of 
media, from paintings to political 
cartoons. “The Last Road Trip,” 
Dutch artist Arno Coenen’s video 
presentation, took a digital jour- 
ney through a suburban waste- 
land, flashing the words “Kill 
Anybody,” then showing images of 
Budweiser beer logos and a mari- 


juana cigarette. 

Some Americans who viewed 
the exhibit said they agreed with 
the portrayals of their country as 
anything from an imperialist super- 
power to a drug-infested nation. 

Helen Fateux of Los Angeles 
said a video presentation of media 
coverage of the Elian Gonzalez 
affair was a moving depiction of 


the “mess” of the long, drawn-out 
saga of the Cuban child’s experi- 
ences in Florida. 

“It was a realistic view of the 
nonsense that went on in that case 
and it is important for Americans 
to see that,” she said. 

To others, hesitant themselves 


of their country’s expanding global 
reach, the art simply “poked fun” at 
America and did not go far enough 
in its critique. 

“I was surprised by how soft it 
was,” New Yorker Greg Lynch said. 
“I was hoping for something more 
in-your-face. We could all have used 
a stronger dose.” 

Annie Karolinski of Germany 
agreed with the Americans that 
the exhibit seemed tame, partic- 
ularly because it failed to depic
